This is not the first lime that ex- 
traordinary conditions have necessi- 
tut.-d a resort to extraordinary 
measure.,, and that it has been nec- 
essary for the Government to serve 
private interest In order to protec 
ill" public interest. 

In the year IIP7 the I'nited States 
experienced one of the most disas- 
Ii ous panics of Its history. Years 
were required to liquidate It. 

In the midst of this panic Presi- 
dent Koosevelt placed the resources 
of the I'nited States Treasury at the 
disposition of .1. Pierpont Morgan 
and a coterie of New York bankers. 

.Some of these men were Imme- 
diately responsible for the panic, in 
the sense that it began in their de- 
termination to crush Morse. They 
did not Intend to have a panic, but 
they loosed force's that they Won 
unable to control. 

When the panic became a fact, 
however, there was no time to waste 
in fixing responsibility. The thing 
to do was stop it. The quickest way 
to stop it was to turn the Treasury- 
over to Mr. Morgan and his asso- 
ciates and let them re-establish the 
market. This was done. 

In theory there could be no act of 
government more reprehensible mor- 
ally, legally and politically than to 
put a group of Wall Street bankers 
into physical possession of the i'nit- 
ed State-it Treasury. No sane man 
would think of defending it as an 
established policy of government. 
Neverthele-s. there was t:o other 
method immediately available of 

meeting the crisis. The Halted Btatea 
had an antiquated Ifanking and 
Currency Law which encouraged 
panics, pad the situation had to be 
PIOl without an hour's delay. 

The panic was stopped. Mr. Mor- 
gau and his associates are said to 

hare made fertaaaa out or their op- 
erations, and probably they did. It 
could not have been otherwise, but 
their fatal «'eiv small in compari- 
son with the losses the country 
would have sustained if the panic 
bad continued even a week. 

Out of this situation, however, 
came the public sentiment that dual- 
ly enabled President Wilson to ob- 
tain the enactment of the P.anking 
and Currency Law which has made 
the I'nited States panic-proof. 

The country confronted a similar 
situation of disaster in the threaten- 
ed railroad strike. The President 
and Congress took the swift and 
sure way to avert it. In itself this 
!• gi.slation Is not defensible, but as 
an emergency measure it waa the 
only common-sense fasraa to take. 

Out cif it must come a code of la- 
be •• legislation analogous to the 
BaakiBf aid Currency Act. That 
cod.' will not be? adopted in a WOOl 
or In a month, but it will he adopt- 
ed. The machinery has Anally been 
set in motion.

White PB POT is the chief item of 
e xpense of newspapers of general 
circulation, and in the last few 
■OathfJ its price has advanced 20 
per cent., II per cent., and even in 
some cases III per cent. For met- 
ropolitan newspapers this means an 
added cost of production of several 
hundred thousand dollars a year. | 
The advance In other materials, j 
while not so great, is very material, 
and increases the gravity of the 
problem. 

The magazines are feeling the 
same pressure. The August Issue of 
the World's Work, for Instance, de- 
votes considerable space to the pa- 
per situation, while Life, the Inde- 
pendent and other periodicals have 
explnined to their readers the neces- 
sity of changes in thetr circulation 
schemes because of the emergency. 

Newspapers and magazines alike 
are doing their best to tide over the 
situation with no radical changes. It 
is only prudent, however, to recog- 
nize the fact that if the advances of 
the last few months continue — as 
they seem likely to— the entire pe- 
riodical business will have to be re- 
adjusted -[Kansas City Star.

It I* Not Always Hot and Sometimes 
May Be Barely Heated. 

If yon soiild yourself with tho fen- 
licttie von nre apt to think tlmt boiling 
wntcr is n pretty hot proposition. But 
l>o! 1 In j; water Is not nlwn.vs wry hot 
wn t er, ami this Is the way It happens. 

aWhen water liolls otdiimrllv It Is lie- 
•iipp grout heat has separated the tiny 
particles of the water, forcing upward 
am] outward In lively bubbles the air 
Which Is contained In them. This Is 
done in aplte of the downward pres 
Bj^rpof (he nttiiosphere. After the wu 
egV has in" nine hot enough to boll It 
can get no hotter. because the air es- 
■W «s fast as It Is sulllclontly heated 
to do HO. 

There, are places on the enrth where 
the pressure of the atmosphere upon 
the water la so slight that tt requires 
hut iiltle hent to push apart the par- 
ticles and set free the air linhhles 
width nre confined In the water, so It 
liegins to l>oll before It hecomes very 
hot. It ought hardly to lie railed cold 
wafer, perhaps, hut It Is certainly far 
from being as hot as ordlnnrlly boil- 
ing water. This state of things is 
found on all high mountain tops, as the 
atmosphere grows weaker and Its pres- 
sure less as one ascends. 

A mnn traveling nt a grout elevation 
In the Andes mountains put some po- 
tatoes in a pot of water over n hot fire 
The wnler begun to boil nlmost im- 
mediately, but the potntoes did not 
cook. All the afternoon and all tho 
night the water bubbled and boiled, but 
etlll the potatoes were not cooked.

MYSTERY OF MERCURY. 



An Unknown Factor That Cauaas the 
Planst's Erratio Motion. 

The planet of Merc ury is the small- 
est of the major planets and the near- 
est to the sun. which It rip les |n a 
little less than three months. It reach- 
es lis (freatest distance from the sun 
at periods about sixty days apart. Dilf. 
Ing I he year Mercury is morning star 
three times unci evening star three 
times, owing to Its nearness to tlie sun 
it Is never visible for more than a |>e- 
rlod of about two hours after sunset 
or the same length of time beiote sun- 
rise. 

Tlie eccentricity of Its orbit Is great- 
er than that of any other major planet: 
Its greatest ami lis least tffstgacf from 
the sun differ by nearly fifteen mil- 
lion miles. According to A. W. Mc 
Curtly of the Royal Astronomical So- 

etat] cif Canada, the most HnaarkaMa 
char.i tcri-ti. In tlie motion of M»r- 
tiny li that when It Is neare st ),, the 
sun it travels fasten- than it abjoaM If 
It moved only by the attraction of the 
kaown bodies ,,f the aotei system. 

Astronomers have long sough! Bl ex- 
pta nation or the c iterated motion. 

Some believe that there are other plan- 
ets al present unknown bctweea Met- 
enry and the sun bodies that although 
aaaaeroBi nre too small to be seen. The

the presence of mother planet revolv- 
ing within its orbit, if suc h a planet

Another way "to detect the preat 

of hew planets In the vicinity of the 
sun Is to take observations during a 
total ecllpeo. If there are no clouds 
nt SUch a time the stars become visi- 
ble as the sun disappears. I Hiring the 
total ecllpag of Hi,, sun | n is;* one 
observer BRW an object that he 
thought might bo tlie long sought 
planet, but no other astronomer has 
been able to confirm the dlOCOTWy, and 
many now believe that the hidden 
sonne c,f the unusual movement of 
Men ury must be looked for elsewhere 
than lu the orbit of tlie plana! 

LIFE OF THE GUNS. 

It Depends Upon How Long the Lin- 
mcis Can Rctiit Erosion 

The life'of a gun depends upon (he 
progress or erosion, which sootier or 
luter is c aetata to Impair the accuracy 
of Ire. Erosion Is caustsl by the nctiou 
of the explosive gases at high temper- 
ature and pressure. 

According to the Iron Age. the hot 
gnses cause a thin film of steel to ab- 
sorb heat. The film expands and lie- 
e oa au i set. Dpba the release of the 

p r essure it t tracts, which causes 

Bliaute cracks that grow larger with 
every discharge. As the* increase In 
size they form passageways for more 
hot yas. and that tends to enlarge them 
still further. The Inner surface thus 
becomes roughened ami the bands be- 
gin I irrotle. Finally the bora be- 
comes so enlarged that U allows the 
gases |0 eis ape. The shell does not 

then acquire lis proper rotation, and its 
tiight becomes erratic. 

All guns ex ept small ones nre now 
const ructeii with linings H th,, tube 
Which, when the bore is worn out, are 
removed and replaced by new ones 
The cost of Kilning a gun Is approxi- 
mately ;i(i pet cent of the cost of the 
gun. There appears to be no limit to 
the number of times that a gun can be 
relinetl. 

The small arms used lu this conniry 
are considered to be worn out utter 
.-.,i»nt (o :„-..ti» rounds have been fired. 
Small naval gnat can be fired about 
l.OtK) times before ihey are regarded as 
worn out. Large twelve Inch ami four 

teen Inch naval guns are sldered to 

have u life on one lining of from 100 to 
MO rounds. 

Low velocity guns, such as howitzers 
and moitais. have correspondingly 
longer lives than high velocity guus of 
the lame caliber, because the pressures 
ihey develop, and hence the temper i- 
tareO, are lower.
